THINKS IT I8 TIME TO RETIRE. 


Inspector Hathaway Says He Thought It a 
Proper Time to Resign. 

Inspector Amos W, Hathaway, whose official 
headquarters are at the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion, when asked concerning his retirement, 
said: “I do not believe that my retirement 
from the Police Department will be of any 
public interest. If it is you may say that I 
have tendered my resignation. I expect to 
retire. 

Has your resignation been accepted by the 
Chief?“ 

“Ido not care to answer that directly. 
That is for the Chief te answer. I thought 
this a proper time to present my resignation 
and I have done so. I surmised the existence 
of a desire to make room for younger men, 
and I sincerely trust the change may be a ben- 
efit to the department. There are younger 
men on the force whose faithfulness deserves 
recognition. I have always endeavored to 
faithfully perform my duty. 

„My long service on the force will relieve 
me from the charge of egotism when I say I am 
proud of my record. During the twenty-five 
years of my service no charge of any char- 
acter has ever been preferred against me. I 
shall take a rest by visiting my oid home. I 


have no future plans as yet. I have been 


fortunate in retaining the respect of all the 
many superiors I have served under. They 
‘have all treated me feirly. I have no com- 
plaints to make, and shall retire with the 
friendliest feelings for all connected with the 
department. I personally believe Chief 
Marsh has made an honest effurt to increase 
the efficiency of the force. I believe Chief 
McClaughry will do the same. 

I have a personal acquaintance with Mayor 
Washburne extending through a number of 
years. I like him personally. I belieye in 
divoreing the police from politics. A patrol- 
man cannot successfully perform his duty and 
manipulate politics, or be manipulated by 
politicians. Unfortunately for the depart- 
ment, there has been too many promotions 
and appointments because of political services. 
I make no particular reference to any Mayor 
or Chief, past or present, I believe the effi- 
ciency of the department would be promoted 
if we had a Board of Police Commissioners 
appointed by the Governor- Their tenure of 
office should be the same as the Governor’s— 
four years. Under such a system, it seems to 
me, we would avoid much of the politics which 
often demoralizes the service.“ 

Inspector Hathaway was born at Provi- 
dence, R. I., in 1889. He came to Chicago in 
1855 and has resided here continuously with 
the exception of one year spent in Lawrence, 
Kas., during the John Brown and Jim Lane 
contreversy. He became a member of the 
police force in the spring of 1864, bemg as- 
signed to duty at the old North Market Street 
Station. This station was then in the fourth po- 
lice district and had but twenty men on the 
rolls. This small force took care of the en- 
tire North Division of the city. The district is 
now known as the fifth and has over 600 men 
on the rolls. After serving two years Mr. 
Hathaway resigued. In October, 1867, he again 
joined the force and bas served 
continually since then. In the latter part of 
1868 he was made a police sargeant. During 
the period of Elmer Washburn’s occupancy 
of the position of Chief of Police he was made 
a Lieutenant. Dec. 13, 1879, he was promoted 
to a Captaincy and assigned to duty at the 
East Chicago Avenue Station. April 21, 1884, 
he was transferred to the West Chicago Ave- 
nue Station. In the early part of 1889 he was 
made Inspector of Police, with headquarters 
at Desplaines Street Station. His present 
jurisdiction extends over the Third and Fourth 
Districts, which are composed of nine pre- 
cincts, with 614 men on the rolls. 


SAYS HE’s WILLING TO OBEY ORDERS. 


Inspector O'Donnell Has Little Wish to 
. Leave the Force. ; 

In speaking of his interview yesterday In- 
spector O'Donnell said: 

„Whatever happens. Sime O'Donnell is al- 
ways Sime O'Donnell. I shall make no kick, 
but I shall preserve my independence. If 
they want to retire me well and good. I ac- 
cept it, but I think I am every whit as good a 
man as I was years ago. Do I look as though 
I had lost health or vigor? If I am of no use 
it is right that I should go, but I do not see 
where the evidence of my uselessness comes 


in. 

“Yes,” he repeated, I, have always been 
independent; I have never mixed up with any 
political gang; I have tried to do my duty as 
a policeman—that is all. Now if I am too old 
to work I am willing to go. I always obey or 
ders; I learned that lesson long ago. Talk? 
No. I have nothing else to say.” 

And this sets one to thinking of things 
O'Donnell did in the days gone by. Take 
1877—the year of the labor riots, Tuesday, 
July 22, a mob gathered in South Canal street. 
The mob was weil armed and determined to 
thrash the non-union men in the lumber- 
yards and factories thereabout. By 4 0’clock 
in the afternoon the workingmen were 
on riot ali over the city. The citizens talked 
loudly of a mass-meeting on Market street. 
Wiser counsels prevailed. The police were 
ordered out to disperse the mob, One man 
who did good work during those parlous 0 
days was Capt. Simon O'Dounell. Capt. 
Hathaway was another. All through the four 
days’ fight Sime O’Donneil was knocking 
about between bullets and bludgeons. To 
bim is due much of the credit of suppressing 
the big riot of 77. Of course Gen. Torrence 
and his soldiers did good work, but after all 
perhaps it is not such a foolish thing to say 
that.the policeman’s club is mightier than the 
army rifle. ‘ 


DEATH OF A SAN FRANCISCO DAILY. 


The “Alta,” the Oldest Paper in the State, 
¥ Is in Ite Last Gasps. 
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WAS A SECOND WARWICK 


JAMES M’HENRY, THE GREAT FINAN- 
CIER, Is DEAD. 


He Put Alfonso on the Throne of Spain, 
Patronized the French Price Imperial, 
and Ousted Fisk and Gohid from the 
Erie Road—Princely Benefactiqns to His 
Friends—Sudden Death of the Eminent 
Presbyterian Minister, Dr. Van Dyke— 
Other New York News. 

New Yorx, May 26.—[Special.]—The death 
of James McHenry from bronchitis, which 
was announced by cable from London today, 
created profound interest in Wall street. Mr. 
McHenry had lived so long abroad and had 
promoted and financed so many foreign enter- 
prises that most people supposed bim to be an 
Englishman. He was, however, essentially an 
American; for, although born in Ireland, he 
was, while an infant, brought to this country 
by his father, a well-known physician, who 
settled in Philadelphia and practiced there for 
many years. It was in the Quaker City that 
young McHenry was educated and it was there 
that he began his business career. 

In his way McHenry was a Warwick, a 
King-maker, for he was instrumental in put- 
ting Alfonso on the throne of Spain and was 
prominent in a project for placing the hapless 
Prince Imperial on the throne of Fr In 
this country he is best known through this sen- 
sational and dramatic ousting of Jay Gould 
from control of the Erie railway and through 
the great litigations he had of late prosecuted 
in connection with the Atlantic and Great 
Western railway. Mr. McHenry’s splendid 
mansion, Oak Lodge, Kensington, just back 
of Holland Park, is well known to thousands 
of Americans who were entertained there with 
almost regal splendor. 

Notwithstanding occasional reverses of 
fortune, he appeared to always have had in re- 
serve the means to keep up this establishment. 
The house was filled with the richest furniture 


and the choicest works of art. It was in this 


mansion, with Mr. McHenry and his wife, that 
Isabelle, the ex-Queen of Spain, with her son 
Alfonso, sojourned after she was deposed. It 
was there that the young Prince made his 
home, while prosecuting his studies as a cadet 
at the Woolwich Military Academy, and it was 
there that McHenry and his associates per- 
fected their plans for raismg the funds which 
were successfully used in placing the young 
man on the throne of his mother. 
Entertained Napoleon and Eugenie, 

When Napoleon and Eugénie sought refuge 
in England they, with their son, were the 
guests of Mr. McHenry, and it was at Oak 
Lodge that the Prince Imperial liyed for years 
while attending Woolwich Academy, just as 
Alfonso had done years before, occupying the 
same suite of rooms. History came very near 
repeating itself in a singular manner, for in 
the same house financial arrangements were 
made and plans perfected for placing the 
Prince Imperial on the throné formerly occu- 
pied by his father, just as Alfonso had suc- 
ceeded to Isabella’s. These, however, were 
doomed to failure. 

Mr. McHenry was about 74 years old, and 
although he had been happily married and 
had thirteen children born to him, yet for 
some years before his death he was a widower 
and childless, all his offspring having dropped 
off one by one of consumption as they grew 
toward adult age. He had two brothers and 
one sister, who is said to be still living in 
Philadelphia, where, during the war with the 
South, she became famous through her efforts 
to ameliorate the sufferings of the soldiers. 

It was through T. W. Kennard, one of the 
originators of the Atlantic and Great West- 


ern road (now the New York, -Pennsyl- 


vania and Ohio), that McHenry was induced 
to invest in that enterprise. This road was in 
time leased to the Erie, which came under 
control of Jay Gould and James Fisk Jr., 
and it was thus that McHenry became inter- 
ested in the great railway property which that 
precious pair plundered and loaded with the 
mountain of indebtedness under which it is 
even yet depressed. 
His Tussle with Gould. 

At the head of the English investors in the 
property, who owned what was satirically 
called a “ controlling’? amount of the bonds 
and shares, McHenry undertook to turn the 
plunderers out of power. The amazing con- 
dition of the judiciary of this city, as well as 
of the municipal and State governments, at 
that time is matter of history. Gen. Daniel 
E. Sickles, on behalf of the owners of the 
Erie property, sought to regain control of it 
through the Legislature, and the judiciary 
was worked by means of suits brought by the 
Attorney-General, the late Francis C. Barlow. 

It wasin vain. Backed_by the treasury of 
the Erie company and the power of the ring 
in the city and State, Gould and his associate, 
Fisk, seemed to be invincible. At this junct- 
ure Mr. George Crouch went to London and 
laid before Mr. McHenry and Mr. Bischoff- 
sheim a plan for deposing the precious pair 
through a revolt of their own directors. The 
scheme was adopted, and after a series of ex- 
citing and uearly incredible incidents, which 
assumed almost the aspect uf a civil war, the 
struggle terminated in the ejectment of the 
plunderers and in Mr. Gould ultimately giv- 
ing back some $9,000,000 nominal value of se- 
curities, which are credited today on the books 
of the Erie company as his “‘ restitution fund. 

The princely style in which he used the 
great fortunes he accumulated furnishes 
many interesting anecdotes. The late S. L. 
M. Barlow of this city was Mr. McHenry’s 
counsel in connection with Erie. On one of 
his visits here Mr. McHenry happened to visit 
with Mrs. Barlow and others an estate at Glen 
Cove, L. I., which was on the market. The 
day before he sailed for England Mr. Mo- 
Henry presented Mrs. Barlow with the title 
deeds of the property, which was valued at 
several hundred thousand dollars, After the 
Erie victory Mr. Crouch, who had been liber- 
ally compensated for his services in that cam- 
paign, dined one evening at Oak Lodge. As 
he was leaving Mr. McHenry handed him an 
envelope with the request that he would peruse 
its contents at his leisure. It contained the 
host’s personal check for £10,000, 


DR. VAN DYKE JOINS THE MAJORITY. 


Brooklyn’s Famous Presbyterian Dtvine 
Expires of Heart Disease. 

New York, May 26.—[ Special.] Dr. Henry 
J. Van Dyke, prominent as a preacher and 
lecturer, died suddenly today at ns Brooklyn 
home of heart failure,due to an attack o 
angina pectoris.

County, Pa., March 2, 1822. He studied at 
the University of Pennsylvania and was grad- 
uated when 21 years of age. He then studied 
at Yale and afterwards at Princeton Seminary. 
He was ordained in 1845. He first went t

Harry Allen, a Grandson of the Commo- 
dore, Wants an Accennting. 

New Yorn. May 26.—[ —In a suit 
brought in the Superior Cougt, the trial of 
which was begun today, Ha Allen, son of 
Mrs. Ethelinda Allen, demands from Maria 
Louisa Vanderbilt, as execu and Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt, William K. V rbilt, Fred - 
erick W. Vanderbilt, and ö W. Vander- 
bilt, and other members of the Vanderbilt 
family, beneficiaries under the will, an ac- 
counting as to the sums Cornelius J. 
Vanderbilt and Mary Alicia La Bau in excess 
of the sums bequeathed to thin by Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt. 

In his complaint he alleges that Commodore 
Vanderbilt, who died in January, 1877, left an 
estate valued at $125,000,000; that he be- 
queathed but $4,500,000 to his widow and nine 
children, and the entire residue of the estate, 
except a few small legacies, to William H. 
Vanderbilt; that the other children were 
greatly dissatisfied with the will and charged 
William H. Vanderbilt with having unduly in- 
fluenced the mind of their father against 
them, and that he promised to amend the in- 
equalities of the will by giving each of them 
sums additional to the bequests from his own 
share of the estate. 

Mrs. Allen began a contest of Commodore 
Vanderbilt’s will in February, 1877. In March 
following Mr. Vanderbilt teld her that the 
other heirs and next of kin had agreed with 
him to make no objections to the probate of 
the will upon his paying each of them $500,- 
000 in excess of their respective legacies. 
also agreed, it is alleged, 
of the other children more 
excess of the sums left tl in the will he 
would pay her a such further sum. Relying 
upon these prorr.ises she withdrew her contest. 

Harry Allen declares that he has only re- 
cently found out that William H. Vanderbilt 
had paid to some of the other children large 
sums in excess of the $500,000 which he had 
promised, and gives the names of William J. 
Vanderbilt and Mrs. La Bad as parties to 
whom such additional sums 
He does not know the amounts of such extra 
payments, and therefore, as the legal repre- 
sentative of his deceased sues for an 
accounting as to those sums. 

In the answer the alieged promise is denied, 
and it is also denied that any Means were used 
to keep secret the forms of the settlement in 
order to keep the same hid from Mrs. Allen or 
her assignees.

EVANSTON TRUSTEES HAVE A LIVELY 
FIGHT OVER AN APPOINTMENT. 


The Lie Passed at a Meeting of the Board 
~Attempt of the President to Appoint 
Frank R. Grover to Succeed George &. 
Baker as Village Attorney the Cause 
of the Trouble—The Latter Finally 
Withdraws His Resignation—Details of 
the Session. 


Last evening’s meeting of the Evanston 
Village Council was characterized by conduct 
and language on the part of trustees never be- 
fore dreamed of in that quiet village. 

The subject at issue is the appointment of a 
Village Attorney to succeed George S. Baker, 
who has just resigned. ‘The board is divided 
into two factions, one representing the local 
business and laboring men and the other the 
so-called silk-stocking crowd. The newly 
elected President, Dr. O. H. Mann, represents 
the former, as do also Trustees Stacey, Kidder, 
and Belden. The President has the power 
of appointment of migor officers and has 
heretofore appointed, without objection by the 
board, the attorney of the village. 

Here is where the whole trouble lies. Pres- 
ident Mann is determined to appoint Frank 
R. Grover, and three of the trustees—Frank 
P. Crandon, George M. Sargent, and W. C. 
Magill—are equally determined that he shall 
do no such thing. This leaves the Council 
tied on the question and the President insists 
that he has the deciding vote on this as well as 
other questions. 

At the meeting last evening the feeling be- 
tween the two factions broke out in open war- 
fare. The President formally nominated Mr. 
Grover, and the nomination was seconded by 
Mr. Stacey. As the question was about to be 
put Trustee Crandon rose, pulled from his 
pocket a bulky manuscript, and began toread. 
He said: 

Before the vote is taken upon the nomination 
and in order that the Council may not act inad- 
visedly, I desire to state why it cannot receive the 
assent either of Mr. Magill, Mr. Sargent, or my- 
self. The President has been repeatedly urged to 
substitute some other name for that of Ma Gro- 
ver, and that we would vote to confirm the nom- 
ination of any other man of fair reputation whom 
he might name, This offer we here and now re- 
new. If there were no other objection to this 
nomination we think that Mr. Grover's relation to 
litigation against the village will, in the estima- 
tion of all disinterested parties, operate as an ab- 
solute disqualification. 

Then followed a detailed account of the case, 
which in brief: 

Kittie Fitzgerald presented Feb, 21, 1888, a claim 
against the village for damages for an accident. 
Mr. Grover was Chairman of the Judiciary com- 
mittee and reported that the claim was not a 
meritorious or honest one and asked that he be 
given authority to make a settlement for $500. He 
was given it, but failed to take any action. Dur- 
ing his delay an election occurred and Mr. Grover 
retired from the board. He next appeared as at- 
torney for the plaintiff. Though remonstrated 
with by Mr. Miller Mr. Grover persisted in his 
conduct, admitting that he had taken the case on 
a contingent fee. In the meantime Mr. J. B. 
Murray was made Village Attorney and advised 
the village not to contest, for the reason that Mr. 
Grover had previously informed the Council that 
the claim was not legitimate or honest. This ad- 
vice was followed and the case was prosectited 
and a judgment secured against the village. 

Grover’s Position. 
This will have to be paid during the fiscal 


year. If not paid the village will have to con- 


test the case and Mr. Grover would be called 
upon to contest a claim which he had pre- 
viously declared invalid, but which he had 
nevertheless taken against the village. Mr. 
Crandon accused Grover of a breach of pro- 
fessional honesty and of disloyalty to the vil- 
lage. He quoted a long list of legal de- 
cisions to effect that the President of a 
village had neither the power to appoint an 
attorney nor power to cast a deciding vote in 
the confirmation of his own appoiatee.

ISHOP M’LAREN’s VIEWS OF THE 
_ PRESENT RELIGIOUS CONTROVERSY. 


He Declares That to Share Disintegregation 

_ Now Going on Would Be to Seal the 

_ Church’s Fate—The Modern Tendency of 

Theology Described—A Charge to Cler- 
_symen and Laymen—Proceedings of the 

Diocesan Convention—A Presentation— 

Standing Committees Appointed. 

The Fifty-fourth Annual Diocesan. Episco- 
pal Convention, of Chicago began its sittings 
in the Bishop’s geat, SS. Peter and Paul Ca- 
thedral, yesterday. According to the canon 
the session was prefaced with the celebration 
of the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper by 


| Bishop MeLaren. He was assisted in this 


service by Dr. Clinton Locke of Grace, Gos- 
peler; the Rev. G. D. Wright. Dean of the 
Cathedral; Dr. B. F. Fleetwood, Epistoler; 
Archdeacon E. R. Bishop, Chaplain; Choir- 
master William Griswold and the full cathe- 
dral choir. Ormes’ choral service was em- 
ployed—Gounod’s “ Sacred Heart Mass ” fur- 
nishing the Kyrie,” Credo, Sanctus,“ 
and “Agnus Del,” Schubert the “ Benedic- 
tus, and Garrett the Gloria.“ Immediate- 
ly after the processional Dr. Locke arose and 
presented Bishop McLaren with a sterling sil- 
ver jewel-mounted pastoral staff or episcopal 
crosier, 

Dr. Locke congratulated the Bishop in be- 
half of the clergy of the diocese upon his com- 
pletion of the fifteenth year of his episcopate in 
the second diocese of the country, bespoke for 
him many more years of service in the church, 
and expressed the profound love his flock 
bears toward him. 

Bishop? McLaren responded in feeling 
language, expressive of the deep gratitude he 
felt for the honor done him, declaring that he 
was as firm as he was when he took his cler- 
ical vows fifty years ago in his faith in every 
tenet of the church, He had labored for no 
ecclesiastical honor except the cure of souls, 
a strehgth to bear 
the crosier he should do so in the name and 
strength of the Bishop of Souls.

PROF. HARP THEOLOGY. 


A Friend Says It Is Not Such as to Cause 
Dissension. 


Dr. William Rainey Harper, President- 
elect of the new University of Chicago, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday from Cincinnati 
and went at once to the offices of the Uni- 
versity in the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing, where he was met by the Rev. Fred T. 
Gates, Secretary of the American Education 
Society; Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, Secretary 
of the university, and later in the day by 
members of the Board of Trustees. 

The church discussions on liberalism and 
questions of orthodoxy have included Dr. 
Harper in the list of advanced thinkers who 
have departed from the old orthodox views. 
Dr. Harper will say nothing on the subject, 
either in the way of affirming or denying the 
stories. He said to a reporter that his trip to 
Chicago was for thé purpose of attending the 
board meeting and to examine the three sets 
of plans submitted by architects for the re- 
cital hall and the two dormitories which are 
to be built during the next eighteen months, 
and that he would not enter into a discussion 
of theology in newspaper columns. 

The .Rev. Fred T. Gates probably stands 
closer to Dr. Harper than any other man con- 
nected with the new University of Chicago, 
and the doctor’s views on all these questions 
are perfectly familiar to him. Mr. Gates 
came from the trustees’ room, where Dr. 
Harper was engaged in examining the plans, 
and made the following statement to a TMS. 
unn reporter, and it may be taken as Dr. 
Harper’s authorized version, as it was given 
in the latter’s hearing: $ 

There is no occasion for any differences in 
Baptist circles over Dr. Harper’s views,” said 
Mr. Gates. That portion of the Baptist de- 
nomination that holds to the older views re- 

arding inspiration will undoubtedly reserve 
its judgment until the scholars themselves 
shall have come to a definite and general 
agreement. Dr. Harper's position is not ex- 
treme’ He belongs to the conservative wing 
of the higher critics. 

Considets the Bible the Word of God. 

Pr. r belong to the destruc- 
tive critics, but to the constructive wing. He 
holds not merely that the Bible contains the 
word of God, but that it is the word of God. 
He believes that such errors and discrepancies 
as the scriptures seem to contain are in part 
due to errors in the translation and in part to 
the errors in the original manuscript; but 
every such error he holds is chargeable to the 
human means by which the re ions have 
come to us. In all the fundamental doctrines 
of Christianity Dr. Harper is in accord with 
the views heid by high theologians in the Bap- 
tist denomination. For example, he firmiy 
believes in the deity of Christ, the atonement, 
the resurrection, salvation by faith, and future 
reward and punishment. 

“I see that Tun Tx prints a dis 
from Detroit which seeks to involve John D, 
Rockefeller in this controversy. It says that 
a conférence was held by Messrs. Rockefeller, 
Briggs, and Harper; that they decided what 
views of inspiration should be taught in the 
university, ete. There is no truth whatever in 
these statements. The university has nothing 
to do with theories of inspiration.

The United States Supreme Court Reverses 
a Lower Tribunaal’s Decision.

that it would stop the importation of foreign 
goods and leave the home market entirely to 
the home producers. They admitted that the 
American consumer would have to pay the 
higher wages promised the workingmen, but 
asserted that in a very short time it would be 
made good to them. All the McKinleyites 
dreamed of was the home mark et, with a Chi- 
nese wall around it to keep out foreign prod- 
ucts, competitive or non om petitive. Henee 
they could not be induced to listen to a word 
in favor of reciprocity with non-competitive 
Latin-American countries. 
The McKialey bill has been in force over 
seven months, but that increase of wages 
which was promised has not come oris not 
visible. There seem to be as many men im 
need of work as last September. Some indus- 
tries have been depressed rather than stimu- 
lated—notably the wool-growimg ones. The 
imports of foreign competitive woolens have 
not stopped in spite of the higher duties, bu 
have increased. The good things which were 
promised have not come to pass. The McKin- 
Jeyites were poor prophets. 
The New York Tribune was one of the pa- 
pers which defended the McKinley bill be- 
cause it would stop foreign imports of com- 
petitive manufactures, but it has turned a 
somerset and is defending the new tariff 
against the charge that it will suppress for- 
eign trade—the very thing it hoped it would 
do. It quotes custom-house reports to show 
that the value of dutiable imports for the last 
quarter of 1890 under the McKinley bill du- 
ties was much greater than for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1889.. There was an in- 
crease, it boasts, in chemicals, cotton goods, 
furs, glass, iron and

It shall be the duty of the Board of Elec tion 
Commissioners at any judicial election at which 
no other officers are to be elected than a Judge or 
Judges to appoint two competent and discreet 
persons to act as official ticket-ho'ders for each 
precinct the day of election, one from each of 
the leading political parties of the State, and who 
shall wear a badge indicating that they are such 
official ticket-holders. Such Commissioners shall 
furnish them with a box conveniently arranged to 
contain such tickets or ballots. And it shall be the 
duty of both such official ticket-holders to keep on 
hand—if furnished to them—tickets of each can- 
didate at such election in sach precinct, and to 
furnish the ticket asked for by any person irre- 


spective of party. 

Such official ticket-holders shall be present at 
the polls from the opening to the close, Any such 
official ticket-holder neglecting to perform his 
duty, or who shall desert his place, or who shall 
corruptly use his position, or who shall in any way 
interfere in such election, or who shall canvass for , 
votes for either party or for any person, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall forfeit his feeor 
salary, and on conviction shall be imprisoned in 
the county jail not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty 


days. 

As a purely judicial election has not been 
held for some years people generally are un- 
familiar with this provision of the law. After 
the passage of the Ballot Reform law, which 
will be in force next fall, tickets will be print- 
ed and furnished by the State or municipality, 
and the Republican and Democratic ticket- 
peddlers will no longer line the sidewalk and 
offer their wares to passers-by.

PHILADELPHIA’S FINANCIAL DISASTER. 
Philadelphia is in a veritable cycione of 
financial disaster. The story of the wrecking of 
the Keystone National Bark, though even yet 
far from complete, contains the record of the 
most colossal crime ever perpetrated in this 
country. The bank itself has been gutted 
and other banks may be pulled down by it. 
The city has been robbed of nearly half a mill 
ion and the State of almost a million. Pri- 
vate depositors have lost hundreds of thou- 
sands, The taxes have been in the hands’ of a 
gang of thieves. The whole of last year’s re- 
ceipts has been stolen. 
The first act in the carnival of crime was the 
looting of the bank by its President, Lucas, 
who died some weeks ago.

A SINGLE PRESIDENTIAL TERM. 

It is stated that Senator Stewart intends te 
offer when Congress meets a constitutional 
amendment limiting the President to one term, 
and that some of his colleagues have assured 
him of their support. As the amendment, if 
submitted by Congress, could not be ratified 
in time to apply to the present incumbent of 
the office there is no reason why it should 
meet with opposition from any quarter. 
Senator Stewart is quoted as saying that 
under the present system the Presidents 
“during their first terms use their office as a 
„political machine and the White House as a 
place for political caucuses.”” This is true 
of about all the incumbents of the Presidency, 
and with human nature what it is it will al- 
ways be so, and it is difficulty to blame them 
for it. Many men have gone into the White 
House with the sincerest intentions of doing 
their duty regardless of a second term or the 
effect which their course would have on their 
prospects of getting it. But every month of 
power and its sweetness made them more de- 
sirous to retain their high office and intensi- 
fied the pressuré brought to bear on them by 
the placeholders to whom they had given 
offices and who were anxious to continue to 
hold them. It takes more firmness than most 
men have not to make use of the Presidential 
patronage during the first term to forcea 
nomination for the second. That is as true of 
Mayors as of Presidents. 

Congress should submit this amendment to 
the States this winter and send it to their Leg- 
islatures for ratification. The men who make 
up those legislative bodies have learned from 
loca] experience the evils of the second-term 
system in packing conventions, and they may 
give their assent to a measure which will free 
the President from the domination or tempta- 
tion of the self-interested elements of his

President Harrison Alive to the Necessity 
of Prompt Action in the Premises. 
Wasutneton, D. C., May 26.—Secretary

The President fully appreciates the necessity 
for prompt action in this matter and is 
domg all in his power to arr it 
that there may de no further la 
in the departure of the revenue cutters Rus 
and Bear to Bering Sea for the purpose of 
rotecting the interests of the United States. 
t those vessels were to start uow they would 
not reach the fisheries until the middle of June, 
or fifteen days after the opening of season, 
and it is understood that forty-nine poaching 
vessels arc now in the vicinity of Bering Sea 
threatening the pursuit and slaughter of seals 
in that disputed territory. In view of this un- 
settled state of affairs Secretary Foster has 
been compelled to abandon his contemplated 
visit to New York tomorrow, 
The North American Commercial com- 
any’s steamer left San Francisco for the seal 
islands about a week will probably 
arrive there by the end of the month, when 
the employés of the company will at once pro- 
ceed to take seals and will continue to do so 
until the entire number allowed by law is se- 
cured, unless some order is received from 
the officials at Washington to the coatrary, 
They will not be able, it is said, to secure a 
large number, however, before the 20tn of 
June, as the seals do not frequent the islands 
to any great extent before that time.

Divided in Opinion on the Question of a 
Third Party Movement, 

Cotumsus, O., May 26,—[Special. |—Dele- 
gates to the convention of the Farmers’ Union 
to assemble here tomorrow are commg in 
rapidly. Among the ‘arrivals are Col. J. H. 
Brigham of Fulton County, Grand Master of 
the National Grange; S. H. Ellis or Warren, 
President, and Mr. McDonald of Huron, Sec- 
retary of the union; S. A. Aikens of Erie, Sec- 
retary of the grange; and Mr. Crawford of 
Morrow, Secretary of the alliance. The indi- 
cations are that the convention will be largely 
attended by representative men. 

The chief question agitating the minds of 
the delegates is the thitd-party movement. 
Opinions are equally divided,. President Ellis 
has received communications from over 100 
granges in the State and a majority of them 

avor the nomination of a State ticket. Col. 
J. H. Brigham thinks that the proposition to 
indorse the third-party movement will meet 
with strong opposition. It is a well-settled 
fact that even should the convention decide to 
encourage the third-party movement by 
placing a ticket in the field no nomination 
will be made at this convention. No matter 
what the action of the convention is the farm- 
ers are fully determined to nominate inde- 
pendent legislative candidates in many of the 
counties and Senatorial districts, and exact 
pledges from the candidates of the old parties 
in others. The general opinion among the 
delegates is adverse to the reélection of Sena- 
tor Sherman, should the farmers huld the bal- 
ance of power in the next Legislature. Great 
nw is expected in agreeing on a plat- 
orm. 


BAD FOR THE DETROIT ENCAMPMENT. 


Michigan’s Governor Vetoes the Legislative 
Appropriation for Ita Benefit, 

Lans, Mich., May 26.— Special. ]—Gov. 
Winans today vetoed the bill appropriating 
$30,000 for the entertainment of the G. A. R. 
during the national encampment in Detroit 
next August. The veto is filled with thinly- 
veiled hostility to the veterans, and says that a 
political convention or the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly would be as justly entitled to 
State aid. The Governor adds: 

“On no principle of right or justice can 
this use of the people’s money be defended. 
In this State taxation has steadily in- 
creased year by year, and always the 
specious plea was urged for new expen- 
ditures. It is only a cent or five 
cents for each individual, and it will not 
be felt, or the people will not care. 
But the time has come when the le do 
care, and we, their servants, should peed their 
just demands that the State treasury should not 
be used for private gain or individual pleas- 
ure. It is not the veterans who rallied at their 
country’s call who are asking for this meas- 
ure; the demand comes from those who hope 
to receive individual benefits from the ex- 
penditure.”’ 

It is very questionable whether the bill can 
be passed over the Goverhor’s veto, and the 
prospects for the encampment are gloomy.

Mapison, Wis., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
friends of Louis Fethke, formerly a baker of 
Milwaukee, applied to the Governor for his 
pardon today. It is thought the Governor 
will look favorably upon the case and release 
the man from State prison. The story of 
Fethke’s crime is an interesting one. His 
business necessarily carried him into the sa- 
loons and he contracted the liguor habit so 
strongly that he suffered with attacks of de- 
lirium tremens at times. After a period of 
unusual hard drinking his wife became 
alarmed as to his sanity and consulted a 
lawyer with a view to having him put under 
restraint.

emo oresaid, after some passing 
altercation, in a fit of delirium tremens, 
Fethke seized an ax and struck her dead in 
the-presence of several persons, He was tried, 
convicted, and sentenced to State prison for 
a life term. This was nineteen years ago last 
December. Fethke has been a model prisoner 
and all the prison officials are of the firm be- 
lief that he will make an excellent citizen. 
The pardon was strongly recomme by 
Judge Johnson of Milwaukee and ex-Sheritf 
Parsons, who had c of the prisoner while 
under arrest. All the jurymen yet living and 
within the State strongly recommend execu- 
tive clemency. Fethke has wealthy relatives 
in Germany, and they are willing to have him 
go to the old country and there forget the act 
of that delirious moment. 


GROSS MISMANAGEMENT CHARGED. 


Conduct of the Adrian (Mich.) Industrial 
School for Girls to Be Looked Inte. , 

Laxstwa, Mich., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
report of the committee sent to investigate the 
management of the Adrian Industrial School 
for Girls will be made tomorrow. The com- 
mittee has unearthed several cases of flagrant 
abuses at the institution and announce that 
the punishment meted out by Misa Scott, the 
Superintendent, is extremely cruel, un warrant- 
able, and unnecessary. 


For instance, it was found that two girls had 


been confined in a dark cell twenty consecu- 
tive daysand nights with no furniture but a 
plank to sleep on, and diet confined ex- 
clusively to bread and water. Gurls who be- 
trayed violent ill-temper were, by order of the 
Superintendent, treated with hypodermic in- 
jections of a fi the nature of which was un- 
known tothe persons administering it. It 
was also found that there had been repeated 
negligence in placing girls with families with- 
out proper indorsement or 22 21 

A girl was returned in adelicate condition 
to the school by one family and was immedi- 
ately replaced by another in the same home 
without further recommendation or indorse- 
ment, Another girl was confined in the insti- 
tution five months before it was found ‘that 
she was afflicted with a loathsome contagious 


disease. 

All this leads the committee to recommend 
that the Governor make a change in the 
management, place a man and his wife in 
charge, reduce the Board of Control from five 
members to three, and employ less help.
